The Rural Poverty Resource Directory is a result of our working with legislative aides 
and assistants of members of the U. S. Congress. Over the past two years aides and assistants 
have selected topics related to rural poverty that were of interest to them. As Chair of the Rural 
Sociological Society's Task Force on Persistent Rural Poverty, I have arranged for social 
scientists to respond to their needs by making presentations at The Congressional Colloquium in 
Washington, D.C. A dozen such meetings have been held and aides have found them useful. 
However, the demand for information has become greater than can be accommodated through 
meetings of The Congressional Colloquium. 

In order to respond to the volume and diversity of requests, and the need for more 
immediate responses, we have developed the Rural Poverty Resource Diretory to augment The 
Congressional Colloquium series. The directory allows aides, and others, to make immediate and 
direct contact with appropriate poverty specialists. All persons listed in the directory have 
expressed their willingness to be contacted on the topics and for the services indicated in the 
directory. 

To assist you in using the directory, it has been arranged in two parts. Part I is organized 
by topics that are relevant to rural poverty policies and legislation. Under each topic are the 
names of available resource persons and the types of services they can provide. In Part II the 
resources persons are arranged alphabetically and additional information about them is provided.
